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DPW director defends 
town’s snow expenses

“Frankly, snow plowing is a no-win situa- 
tion. I have either not done enough or I’m 
doing too much,” Bob McQuade, Department 
of Public Works director, said this week. 

Mr. McQuade’s comments were in 
response to recent published reports, includ- 
ing one in the Townsman, questioning the 
high costs for plowing and sanding 
Andover's roads. 

“Up until this year, the majority of com- 
plaints that I had was that it wasn’t fast 
enough or good enough,” Mr. McQuade said. 
“I didn’t have one complaint a year ago this 
month about overdoing my plowing. I had 
many complaints about not doing enough.” 

Reports comparing Andover’s snow 
removal costs to those of other towns are not 


comparing “apples to apples” because 
Andover’s figures are much more compre- 
hensive, Mr. McQuade said. 

“When I put my figures together, I con- 
tend that there’s not another community 
that keeps figures like Andover,” Mr, 
McQuade said. 

He listed a number of other reasons for 
the variations from other towns’ figures, and 
to justify Andover’s spending. 

Because the reports have raised ques- 
tions, Mr. McQuade will present his depart- 
ment’s operating procedures regarding snow 
removal to the Board of Selectmen and the 
public at the board’s meeting on Monday 
night, Feb. 13. 

“We are going in front of selectmen and

Task force formed to address 
student overcrowding 


PTO leader: Parents still upset over School Committee snub

The Townwide Parent-Teacher Organiza- 
tion has created a task force to study elemen- 
tary school overcrowding, in part because of 
intense parental interest in the issue caused 
by last week’s School Committee vote on 
redistricting. 

“A task force is being formed but certain- 
ly it’s a much broader focus than just redis- 
tricting,” said Lisa Williams, co-president of 
the Bancroft PTO. “We have, right now, indi- 
vidual groups throughout town working on 
issues that (affect all) the schools.” 

“As you know the parents were essential- 
ly outraged” when a majority of the School 


Committee approved a redistricting plan 
despite parents’ pleas to delay the vote until 
parents had time to analyze the plan, said 
Madhu Sridhar, co-leader of the Townwide 
PTO Council. “It was more because they felt 
left out of the process. (There were) a lot of 
statistics, a lot of numbers, so I think they 
deserved to be heard. My phone was ringing 
like crazy for the next few days.” 

Ms. Sridhar said that after the School 
Committee meeting a number of indepen- 
dent groups formed to analyze various ele- 
ments of elementary school overcrowding. 
She decided that a task force on

The court case of Yvonne Nicoletti, 
the Andover High School student 
arrested after removing her bra and 
waving it over her head in front of the 
school last October, was continued 
recently to July 10 for a jury trial. 

Ms. Nicoletti, 18, of 12 Haskell Road, 
a senior at AHS, was arrested Thurs- 


day, Oct. 20, outside the front doors of 


the school. She was charged with dis- 
turbance of schools after waving her 
brassiere over her head in a protest 
over her right to wear a shirt she’d 
been asked by school officials to 
change. The shirt pictured two female 
cartoon characters with large breasts. 
Ms. Nicoletti was in Lawrence Dis- 
trict Court Thursday, Jan. 12, for 
assignment of the court date. 
According to Henry Picard, 
Andover Police Department’s court 
officer, the trial was delayed until July 
because Patrolman Robert Cronin, the 
arresting officer, is out injured. Officer 
Cronin was involved in a motorcycle 
accident while on duty on Dec. 8, and 
it is unclear when he will return to 
duty. 
Ms. Nicoletti initially was suspend- 
ed from school, but has since returned. 
Ms. Nicoletti is being represented 
by John Reinstein, attorney and direc- 
tor of the Massachusetts chapter of the 
American Civil Liberties Union.

overcrowding might help to bring 
these different groups together and 
she asked Ms. Williams to serve as 
task force facilitator. 

“The groups are still going to be 
working independently, but what 
we’re going to do is make a uniform 
presentation” to the Townwide PTO, 
perhaps at its Feb. 17 meeting, said 
Ms. Williams. “Even within Bancroft 
there are three different avenues 
that are being pursued.” 

At the Townwide PTO meeting 
Friday, Jan. 20, Ms. Sridhar used 
administration statistics and pre- 
sented the approved redistricting 
plan to fellow PTO members. She 
said she tried to answer two ques- 
tions when she reviewed the data: 
“Did classroom sizes decrease?” and 
“Is the distribution of students equi- 
table?” 

Ms. Sridhar said, after reviewing 
the data, she thinks the plan is “won- 
derful, but there are some things that 
need to be addressed.” 

“The basic conclusion that I got is 
yes, we have taken care of the over- 
crowding at Bancroft, we have taken 
care of the overcrowding at West ... 
but there are some inequities,” said 
Ms. Sridhar. 


Parents are also concerned about

While Ms. Taylor has not received 
many calls, Marilyn McCarthy, pres- 
ident of South’s PTO, said she’s 
receiving calls from both South par- 
ents and parents from several other 
schools. 

“The concern is primarily about 
the process and the equity,” she said. 
“At this point they don’t want us to 
let the issue die.” 

Ms. Sridhar said the task force 
will address a number of issues, 
including: 

¢ Whether there is a suitable con- 
tingency plan, in case population 
continues to rise rapidly; 

¢ Whether the School Committee- 
allowed maximum of 29 students in a 
classroom is too high, because this 


policy was approved when class- 
rooms still had teachers’ aides; 

* Whether there is an appropriate 
orientation plan for students who 
will switch schools; and 

¢ Whether two classrooms should 
be added onto Sanborn School when 
construction begins in June. 

“If they have looked at all these 
things then they should have given 
us the answers,” she said. “They 
should have given us an opportunity 
after that meeting to make a list of 
questions. I didn’t feel it was present- 
ed right and I certainly didn’t feel the 
parents (were listened to).” 

“The most disturbing thing to me 
was the process. I think they should 
respect the parents’ (input) more,” 
said Ms. Sridhar. “I have more confi- 
dence in my community. The town 
can come together for any problem.” 

Dick Muller, School Committee 
chairman, said the process and pro- 
cedure the School Committee used 
was discussed throughout the redis- 
tricting process. 

“We had several public meetings, I 
don’t know how many,” he said. “We 
certainly took a lot of public input.” 
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Ms. Sridhar said she would have liked 
parents and teachers to have had a greater 
role in forming the redistricting plan.

band or chorus rooms. 

Ms. Spear plans to hold a series of focus 
sessions to talk to groups of arts patrons, cur- 
rent and potential Collins Center users, and 
town leaders.

Viktoria Pomerantz 
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Building com. wants to add classrooms to Sanborn now 


By Neil Fater 

The public’s renewed anxiety regarding 
crowded schools has School Building Com- 
mittee members pushing the School Commit- 
tee to again consider building two class- 
rooms onto Sanborn Elementary when con- 
struction begins in June. 

Currently, the Sanborn construction pro- 
ject will not add any new seats, although it 
will add a new media center, special educa- 
tion and music rooms, and storage space. 

“We were given a set of educational speci- 
fications,” said Marjorie Dennis, building 
committee vice-chairwoman, after the 
School Committee’s vote on redistricting left 
some parents concerned that the schools are 
still crowded. “We would have liked to have 
put on more classrooms, but we’re not 
because that was not what we were told to 
do.” 

“If the School Committee revised the edu- 
cational specifications,” to call for new seats 
at Sanborn, said Jim Marsh, committee 
chairman, at the Jan. 19 building committee 
meeting, “without going back to a town meet- 
ing or a ballot or anything else, you could 
add two more classrooms, which I think in 
some people’s eyes would be very welcome.” 

Building committee members say the 
School Committee’s decision would have to 
be based on its opinion of Andover’s political 
climate. If the committee does not believe the 
town will approve money to fund another 


expansion project at Sanborn in a few years, 
then the committee may want to add at least 
two classrooms onto Sanborn now, according 
to Mr. Marsh. 

A professional estimator hired by the 
committee figures it will cost approximately 
$268,000 to $274,000 to add two classrooms 
onto Sanborn. The building committee 
would either use contingency money or 
make cuts elsewhere in the project to pay for 
the new classrooms. 

Mr. Marsh has talked recently of a “vio- 
lent” meeting the building committee had a 
few years ago with Mark McQuillan, former 
superintendent of schools. Dr. McQuillan 
supported the existing, conservative plan 
that will add 141 seats to South and prepare 
Sanborn for further expansion. The building 
committee backed off and supported this 
plan. Under the plan, new seats will be added 
onto Sanborn in three to five years, if the 
population continues to grow. 

However, Mr. Marsh said at the Jan. 19 
meeting “it could very well be that that 
(growth) is upon us today.” 

A decision to change the Sanborn plans to 
add two classrooms this spring would have 
to be made within the next few weeks. The 
building committee will advertise for bids in 
mid-February and accept bids at the begin- 
ning of March.

Acton bill.” 

He added that the chair of the Committee 
of Transportation was not yet in place, so he 
did not yet know the specific reaction of that 
House committee. 

Selectman Charles Wesson questioned 
whether the town should go through with 
the appeal of a Department of Public Utilities 
decision not to ban train whistles in 
Andover.

Manager proposes $68.3M budget for FY’96, up 5.3% 


By Don Staruk 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
Monday night did not get to make 
the presentation on his proposed 
$68.3 million town budget for Fiscal 
Year 1996 to selectmen, but plans to 
make the presentation at the board’s 
meeting this Monday night, Jan. 30. 

Selectmen interrupted their agen- 
da Monday night to go into executive 
session to discuss a personnel prob- 
lem with Sgt. John Bernhardt, and 
postponed the budget discussion to 
this Monday. 

The theme of this year’s budget is 
“Andover — Building on its Tradition 
of Community.” 

The proposed budget represents a 
5.3 percent increase from this year, 
FY'95, 

“The FY'96 budget again is an 


effort to stabilize and, where justi- 
fied, slightly expand the delivery of 
services in the Council on 
Aging/Elder Affairs and public safe- 
ty,” Mr. Stapezynski wrote in his 
introduction to the document. 

The recommended budget for the 
town departments, including Capital 
Improvement Program expendi- 
tures, is $25,044,074, up 7.7 percent 
from FY’95. 

Mr. Stapezynski’s recommenda- 
tion for the schools’ budget is 
$26,544,519, up $422,000 from this 
year, but $440,000 less than the 
School Committee proposal. 

The tax levy limit for next year is 
estimated at $50,867,496, up 8.9 per- 
cent from this year.

find it (a learning disability) early. 
Kids should get help as early as possi- 
ble,” urges Jada Benjamin, age 15. 

Anna Radocchia agrees. “I just 
think that kids should get help as early 
as they can because it really helps you 
later ... not to be ashamed because you 
can’t spell,” says Anna. 


Some parents don’t understand 

“Lots of people want to get into the 
assisted-study program,” says Janel 
Ricci, age 14. She believes many more 
students should be in assisted study 
but their parents won’t let them. 

“Parents shouldn’t be ashamed of 
their kids being 766 students,” says 
Anna. 

But some are. 

“Back in our days, if we were put in 
a certain class, it was considered the 
slow class. We would call them the 
‘dummy class,’ ” says Ronald Ricci, 
Janel’s father. “(Now) we’re glad to 
have these kids in these special class- 
rooms because they’ve improved 100 
percent. I guess (some parents) are not 
educated enough to know there are dif- 
ferent ways of learning.” 

His daughter agrees. “A lot of people 
think that students who are in the pro- 
gram aren't smart but really we just 
learn in a different way.” 

“Janel learns more through vision 
than audio clues,” explains Donna Ric- 
ci. She says her daughter has thrived 
in the program. She considers Janel’s 
classmates very intelligent. She wishes 
more learning-disabled youngsters 
were in the assisted-study program and 
were learning the special skills to help 
them excel. 

“When they put me in the program 
and I dropped Latin, all of my academ- 
ic grades went up,” says Janel. 

“There are only three of us with LD 
that take language (Spanish). It comes 
easy to me,” says Laurel Outwin, age 
14. 

She has attended the assisted-study 
program for three years, two days a 
week. “Now, I need a little more help in 
math.”

And Laurel helps lead Bridging the 
Gap program, educating her peers 
about coping skills, smoking and drug 
abuse. 

Jada tutors Bancroft School fourth- 
graders in writing and spelling. She 
enjoys this responsibility. 

Anna and Laurel have ridden horses 
for years. Janel is proud of her thriv- 
ing babysitting business. 

Others would benefit from program 

With emphasis that borders on the 
emphatic, these five DMS eighth- 
graders say the assisted-study program 
could be broadened to help many more 
students. 

“I wish there were more programs 
like this one,” says Janel. All heads 
nod in agreement. 

They wish teachers paid more atten- 
tion to spelling in their classes. 

“I think there should be more 
spelling tests, My spelling is starting to 
go down,” says Jada. 

Janel says her teachers should 
stress spelling more because it will 
help with her reading. 

“For special-needs students and all 
students who are borderline, it’s 
important to learn to spell,” says 
Justin. 

And, Anna adds, “Kids want to learn 
parts of speech,” 

Laurel believes a student should be 
given a trial period in assisted-study 
for a few weeks. If he or she improves, 
the team can come up with an ed plan, 
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she suggests. 
New computers will help too 

Each of these five students has a 
computer at home or will have one 
very soon, They say a computer is 
enormously useful for their reports 
and wish there were new computers in 
their classrooms, 

Anna would like to spell-check her 
writing at school, Jason hopes to gener- 
ate complex graphics for reports. Janel 
wants more computer typing classes. 
What do their parents think? 

“As a parent I just can’t say enough 
about the (assisted study) program,” 
says Christine Dargan, mother of 
Caitlin Dargan, a 766 eighth-grader in 
the program. 

“Jean Finn and Jane Baldwin make 
study sheets and are available after 
school. They keep a tight rein on the 
kids, They clue into the kids,” says Ms, 
Dargan. 

Chris Outwin, Laurel’s father, 
agrees. “Floyd (McManus) and his staff 
have been very supportive of unique 
learning styles,” says the former chair 
of the School Committee.“They do a 
good job monitoring the kids,” 
Assisted study at the High School 

“I am comfortable with school,” Jeff 
Arleque says confidently. No wonder. 
This fall, this Andover High School 
tenth-grader held a major role in Neil 
Simon’s play, Lost in Yonkers. 

He currently sings with the chorus 
and will audition soon for this spring’s 
production of South Pacific. 

On Thursday nights, Jeff studies 
television production, concentrating 
on use of the audio board and cameras 
at North Andover High School’s studio. 
He’s currently teching a show on teens 
and the issues they face. 

His career goals include a four-year 
college program.

“Our experience with the High 
School has been wonderful,” continues 
Dr. Arleque. “He has met some of the 
best and wonderful caring teachers.” 

Among those who have been “caring 
and flexible” are math teacher Jay Dar- 
rin, drama coach and chorus teacher 
Bob Lague, special education teachers 
Jean Pope and John Pierce and applied 
technology teacher Joe Spanos, she 
says.

put out the way we operate,” Mr. 
McQuade said. 
Apples versus oranges 

Andover spent $2.1 million on snow 
removal and street sanding last year, 
Fiscal Year 1994, according to town 
accounting figures. (Mr. McQuade’s 
figure is $16,254 less than the town’s, 
which may be due to the timing of sub- 
mission of some bills, according to 
Tony Torrisi, budget and finance direc- 
tor.) Tewksbury spent $472,000, and 
North Andover spent $300,000, for the 
same period. 

Andover’s costs included $1,627,440 
for private contractors, $166,294 for 
salt, $98,839 for sand, and $200,998 in 
overtime. 

Andover’s numbers include: 

* Plowing and sanding; 

* Collection of street sand in the 
spring; 

¢ Overtime for town employees plow- 
ing and sanding; 

¢ Removal of snow from the down- 
town, Shawsheen Square and Ballard- 
vale business areas; 

¢ The cost of sand barrels put out on 
the streets; 

¢ Printing of the billing forms for 
private contractors; 

* Police details for traffic control 
during snow removal; 

* Food for town employees when 
they work past midnight; 

* Property damage to mailboxes, 
lawns and vehicles caused by plows; 

* $2,500 payment to Faith Lutheran 
Church for plowing of that lot on South 
Main Street, which is used as a com- 
muter lot by the town. 

This year’s figure will even include 
maintenance for snow equipment, 
which wasn’t being done by Municipal 
Maintenance. Mr. McQuade was told 
there was no time to do the work dur- 
ing regular hours, and had to start pay- 
ing overtime out of the snow budget to 
get the equipment repaired at night, he 
said. 

“In other towns, that is put in the 
vehicle maintenance budget,” Mr. 
McQuade said. 

Mr. McQuade said he doesn’t doubt 
that the other towns have these costs, 
but he does doubt that they are being 
included in their snow figures. 
Tewksbury 

William Burris, Tewksbury’s DPW 
superintendent, said his figures 
include private contractors, overtime, 
temporary labor and salt, but that his 
town produces its own sand. He said 
the figures do not include sand collec- 
tion in the spring, or property damages 
caused by plows and sanders. 

North Andover 

George Perna, North Andover’s 
DPW director, said his figure includes 
the cost of private contractors, sand 
and salt, regular and overtime pay for 
town employees working snow duty, 
repairs and gas. It does not include 
sweeping up the sand in the spring or 
property damage. 

Mr. McQuade questioned the size of 
the area plows have to cover in.other - . 
towns in comparison to Andover. 


Andover is 32 square miles, the third 
largest community area-wise in the 
state, and the fourth or fifth in the state 
for miles of roads, according to Mr. 
McQuade. Tewksbury and North 
Andover do not compare, he said. 

“Somebody got all tripped up” in 
comparing the miles of roads in 
Andover to miles of roads in other 
towns, Mr. McQuade said. 

Andover has 260 miles of roads, Mr. 
McQuade said. ‘“That’s the amount of 
road we plow.” 

Tewksbury has 135 miles of roads, 
half that of Andover, and Mr. Burris 
said that is the biggest reason for the 
variation in what the towns spend. 

Tewksbury also does not use private 
contractors for sanding, uses fewer 
contractors for plowing, and pays low- 
er rates for private plows than 
Andover. Mr. Burris said Tewksbury 
routinely surveys other towns to com- 
pare its snow removal spending and 
always comes out low. 

“T don’t think anybody is out there 
just spending money foolishly,” Mr. 
Burris said. 

Mr. Perna said North Andover 
plows at least 155 to 160 miles of roads, 
and that figure may be higher. 

Andover plows all private roads in 
town that have more than one house on 
them, but does not plow the sections of 
Route 28 from Shawsheen Plaza to the 
Lawrence line, and from Phillips 
Academy to the North Reading line, or 
the Route 125 bypass, all of which the 
state plows. Both Tewksbury and 
North Andover also plow private roads 
and don’t plow the state roads, but 
North Andover doesn’t do too much 
work in the cul-de-sac roads, Mr. Perna 
said. 

“A cul-de-sac is the most difficult 
road to plow,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Sometimes the town has to use 
front-end loaders to get snow plowed in 
cul-de-sacs, and although he said he 
can’t prove it, Mr. McQuade said 
Andover has more cul-de-sacs than 
Tewksbury and North Andover com- 
bined. He attributed that to Andover’s 
approval of cul-de-sac zoning years 
before most other towns. 

Mr. Perna said his policy is to sand 
the main roads for the first couple of 
inches of snow, then to use town 
sanders on the main roads with town 
equipment. Two hours or so into a siz- 
able storm, he switches to subcontrac- 
tors to blitz the town, and he and a 
supervisor of operations are out 
patrolling continuously. 

“We manage them very closely,” Mr. 
Perna said. 

Mr. Perna did not want to comment 
on why or how he spends so much less 
than Andover on snow removal. “I 
don’t know and I can’t imagine how 
Andover spends that amount of mon- 
ey,” he said. “We do all the things 
Andover does.” 

He didn’t want to make it a contest 
between the towns, and complimented 
Mr. McQuade on the job he does here. 
And if anyone is thinking of trying to 
put Mr, Perna in charge of Andover’s 
snow removal, to see if he can do it for 


Two town crews were 
called in to sand town 
streets Monday morning, 
Jan. 23. Snow and rain 
showers had wet the 
roads overnight and as 
day broke the surfaces 
turned to ice, according 
to Bob McQuade, DPW 
director.

a sixth of the cost, he’s not interested. 
“No. Absolutely not,” Mr. Perna said. 
Blizzard of 1978 

Andover residents want the roads 
cleared, and the town has a history of 
keeping them open, Mr. McQuade said. 
Even during the Blizzard of ’78, which 
was actually two blizzards, one right 
on top of the other, “We never lost a 
road during the entire blizzard,” he 
said. 

That means that during that time, 
emergency vehicles were able to get 
out to any area at any time. And that’s 
the service Andover residents have 
come to expect, Mr. McQuade said. 

Whether they want to continue to 
pay for it may be another story. 

Andover’s $2.1 spent last year com- 
pares with $1.6 million spent in FY’98, 
and just $0.4 million in FY’92. 

The town budgeted $968,000 for this 
year, but now estimates actual costs 
will be nearly $1.2 million, despite the 
light snowfall so far. The DPW is 
requesting $1.19 million for next year, 
while the town manager is asking for a 
lesser $1.026. 

Policies regarding plowing 

His highest priority is to keep the 
streets and sidewalks open and safe for 
school children, Mr. McQuade said. 
His second interest is to get them open 
for safety equipment — police, fire and 
ambulances. Then he has to consider 
residents who need to get to work, and 
employees who need to get to business- 
es in Andover. 

One factor in how much plowing 
and sanding gets done is the School 
Committee, which has always pushed 
to have the schools open every day, Mr. 
McQuade said. 

“The biggest priority I have is the 
school children,” he said. 

To do that, he has to have plows on 
by midnight to get the roads open and 
the schools cleared out by 6:30 a.m., 
when the buses hit the road. He waited 
until 2 a.m. for the most recent storm, 
Jan. 12, which was a minor storm, and 
almost didn’t make it.

streets and sidewalks open, Mr. 
McQuade said. The problems are with 
storms that don’t start until after mid- 
night. Snow at night is OK. Snow in the 
morning often means no school. 

The school superintendent makes 
the final decision on whether schools 
will open, but Mr. McQuade has to 
make his recommendation by 5-5:30 
a.m. 

Though getting the streets cleared 
for schools, police and fire are his pri- 
orities, Mr. McQuade said it can be 
very costly to businesses if they can’t 
open, or if their employees can’t get to 
work. 

“There’s a tremendous influx of traf: 
fic” into town, Mr. McQuade said. 

That’s especially true for the larger 
corporations, such as Raytheon, 
Gillette or Hewlett Packard, which are 
spread all over town, he said. And if 
that happens, business owners will 
make a lot more noise than they do at 
the tax classification meetings, he said. 

“There are so many things that go 
into snow plowing, and again, it’s a no- 
win situation,” he said. 

When plows or sanders are called in, 
they are paid for a minimum of four 
hours. “We cannot, per an agreement 
with the union, call in any private 
plows or sanders until we have all our 
sanders working,” Mr. McQuade said. 

When a resident sees a sander driv- 
ing down a road, but not sanding it, the 
driver is likely looking for ice spots, 
according to Mr. McQuade. Plows that 
are not plowing may be working on 
their own, or may be on their way to or 
from an assigned route. 

Mr. McQuade said he’s heard sever- 
al people thought the plows weren’t 
needed when he had them out plowing 
for just a few inches of slushy snow 
just after the New Year holiday. But 
the forecast was for temperatures 
down to 10 degrees Fahrenheit, and the 
salt doesn’t work on ice below 20 
degrees. So, fearing that the slush 
would turn to ice and remain for days, 
Mr. McQuade made the decision to 
have the plows go out and clear the 
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Beacon Street.

streets. That move meant no 
sanding was needed that night or 
two other nights that week, when 
it otherwise would have been 
necessary, he said. 

Drifting costs 

“The costs vary directly to the 
length of the storm. The amount 
of snow doesn’t matter that 
much,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Andover uses only seven pri- 
vate sanding contractors, but 64 
plowing contractors. Mr. Burris 
said Tewksbury uses 35-40 pri- 
vate plows, and that other larger 
towns, like Billerica, use more 
than 100. North Andover uses 
only about 30 private plows. 

And despite the impression 
many people have that plowing 
is a lucrative business, Mr. 
McQuade said he sometimes has 
trouble finding contractors to do 
plowing for the town. 

“The contractors aren’t break- 
ing the doors down to get in,” 
Mr. McQuade said. 

One reason it is difficult to 
attract contractors is that plow- 
ing is hard on equipment. “They 
do this because there is nothing 
else,” Mr. McQuade said. 
“Putting a plow on a truck is the 
worst thing you can do to a piece 


of equipment.” 

During the last storm, on Jan. 
12, one contractor struck a raised 
manhole cover and did $500 
worth of damage to his equip- 
ment. Private contractors would 
rather plow for the state, where 
they are on relatively flat, 
straight roads, rather than work- 
ing their equipment up hills and 
in tight spaces. 

In a big storm, 12-16 inches of 
snow or more, Mr. McQuade said 
he often has to delay plowing cer- 
tain routes to wait for bigger 
equipment to be available. 


Although work for contractors 
was plentiful last year, there 
were two years in a row a couple 
of years ago when they had 
almost no work at all, he said. 

The state is divided into five 
districts for rates for plowing 
and sanding, and Andover pays 
the going rate for this district, 
according to Mr. McQuade. 

“We take the state rate and 
that’s what we pay and that’s all 
we pay,” Mr. McQuade said. 

The rates are generally $45 an 
hour for sanders, and $60 and 
hour for plows, with slightly 
higher rates, depending on the 
size of the truck and the size of 
the plow.

Reaching out 
to the youth 
of Andover 


A group of community leaders met 
for breakfast Tuesday to talk about 
preventing suicide. Some hesitate to 
keep the original name of the com- 
mittee: Suicide Prevention Task 
Force, fearing copycat action. What- 
ever its name, its purpose is worthy: 
To reach out to anyone feeling at 
risk and to offer support. 

Selectman James Barenboim had, 
perhaps, the most remarkable thing 
to say at the gathering: “A lot of peo- 
ple in my age group need more help 
than the kids do,” he said. “The kids 
have more of a feel for suicide than 
parents do. People are ashamed that 
they might be in a situation like 
that.” 

He was talking about a parent 
whose child might be suicidal. 
“Many of us are afraid to go to these 
seminars and someone might see us 
and say, ‘Oh, they must be having a 
problem.’” 

The group agreed that the list of 
characteristics of those who are at 
risk should be distributed again and 
again in the community. They are: 

¢ Mental illness in the family or in 
the individual him- or herself. 

¢ History of suicide in the family. 

¢ Previous attempts. 

¢ Male, age 15-24 (Most common.) 

¢ Substance abuse. 

e Availability of firearms. 

¢ Sexual orientation. (About a 
third of suicides are traced back to 
confusion about sexual orientation, 
said Margaret Downes, psychologist. 

The group agreed that more semi- 
nars in parenting skills are needed. 
The group acknowledged that many 
parents are busy and may not be 
available to their children. At 
Andover High School, the counselor- 
to-student ratio is 1-230. The schools 
can’t do all the reaching out. 

The group agreed that although 
the churches and the temple are 
doing a lot with Andover’s youth, 
they might be able to do more. 

Best of all, the group was full of 
caring, sensitive people who repre- 
sent a lot of expertise in this commu- 
nity. All of us can reach out to the 
young people we see. They don’t 
have to be our own, They all count.

requested, you gave the impression our 
opinions aren’t valued and that you 
don’t care about our children. As elect- 
ed officials representing the citizens of 
Andover, you owe us more than this. 

Of utmost concern, and that which 
outraged many, is the reduction in 
staff from. the 1/3/95 to the 1/13/95 pro- 
posal. This was not even mentioned by 
Mr. Neal as a change last night. He 
stated that the only change to the origi- 
nal proposal was the additional 20 stu- 
dents going from West to Sanborn. 

This is not true. The townwide ele- 
mentary staff was reduced by 4.5 teach- 
ers. Much was said by the committee 
about achieving equality amongst the 
schools. If so, how do you explain two 
districts with 96 kindergartners each, 
one having 2.5 teachers and the other 
2? 

Many Bancroft families were accept- 
ing of the redistricting as proposed on 
1/3, for the betterment of all students. 
But when told (at the meeting) that the 
revised plan shifts overcrowding from 
one school to another, class sizes would 
jump from 20, 20.8 and 21.6 to 24, 26 and 
27, respectively, a large school can 
accommodate overcrowding more easi- 
ly than a small one, and that South was 
only gaining two additional classrooms 
(the other two rooms being much need- 
ed music and art rooms) to accommo- 
date 138 additional students, they 
became alarmed, Rightfully so, as these 
are not sound educational principles. 

The concern shifted from redistrict- 
ing to continued overcrowding, even 
after redistricting and the South school 
addition. 

As you remember, the elementary 
school parents opened up the issue of 
overcrowding that culminated in the 
expansion override. However, the High 
School is getting the bulk of the relief 
and the elementary schools are getting 
a Bandaid. We voted for the override in 
good faith that our needs would be met. 
This is not happening and we now feel 
betrayed. 

Townwide elementary enrollment 
for ’95/'96 is projected at 2,774. School 
capacity will be 2,681 with 3,141 being 
the maximum. With over 250 approved 
building permits currently in town 
(and over 100 awaiting approval), the 
375+ student increase will very quickly 
put us over our maximum. 

The town is growing and it is appar- 
ent that the proposal approved last 
night does not meet the 4-6 year viabili- 
ty guideline.

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Outraged at committee 
about redistricting 


Editor, Townsman: 

I have just arrived home from the 
School Committee meeting and I feel 
compelled to express my complete and 
total outrage over the proceedings I 
witnessed regarding the redistricting 
of the Andover elementary schools. 

I, like other parents I know, attend- 
ed in the belief that we are probably 
going to have to live with the redis- 
tricting plan proposed at the Jan. 17 
School Committee meeting and I have 
already begun preparing my two chil- 
dren for the move from Bancroft to 
South. 

However, I also went with the belief 
that all those affected by this plan 
deserve more than two weeks to digest 
the information and formulate ques- 
tions and concerns on the impact of the 
change. Foolishly, I also held one addi- 
tional belief as I walked into the audi- 
torium and it was that the School Com- 
mittee would be smart enough, respon- 
sive enough and concerned enough to 
grant parents additional time to deter- 
mine what we want in relation to redis- 
tricting. I thought when the committee 
realized the level of unhappiness in all 
the districts, the very least they would 
do to mollify us would be to acquiesce 
to the numerous requests to delay the 
vote. I understood and accepted that 
they may, in fact, just be placating us; 
that the committee’s decision was 
already made, but for the sake of good- 
will and smooth sailing in the future, 
they would at least give that much. 

The floor was opened for comments 
and questions and not a single speaker 
was anything less than direct and 
respectful in expressing individual 
concerns, as well as those of each dis- 
trict. They have my congratulations 
for their well-researched, well thought- 
out remarks, despite the fact that most 
questions went unanswered by the 
committee, 

After approximately one hour of dis- 
cussion, during which only one speak- 
er from the audience expressed any 
support for the plan, Mr. Huston put 
forth a motion to hold the vote, with 
Ms. Lyman seconding. Silly me, I 
thought we were still on the right 
track. This motion started a debate 
among the committee members as to 
what would be gained by waiting. If 
telephone calls, petitions and 100+ peo- 
ple sitting in front of them did not give 
them a reason, whatever would? Ms. 
Lyman was wonderful in her efforts to 
convince Mr. Muller, Ms. Dalton and 
Mr. Willey that we should be allowed 
2% weeks to review the plan before a 
vote. But suddenly, it seems the true 
complexion of the School Committee 
emerged in the disdain shown by Mr. 
Muller and Ms, Dalton at the idea of 
giving us the proverbial inch. They 
went right ahead and voted and did so 
in such a furtive manner that a woman 
in the fifth row of the auditorium 
turned to me and asked, “Did I miss 


something?” when the rumblings of 
discontent started to fill the hall. The 
committee had to be asked twice to 
repeat the vote so that everyone would 
know what happened. 

I have already said I am outraged. 
Well, I am also disgusted and appalled 
that people for whom we voted, the 
ones we trust to make vital decisions 
for our children, showed such a total 
lack of respect for our concerns. What 
would it cost them to have waited? I 
would like an answer to that question. 
What would they have gained by wait- 
ing? Respect, cooperation and, proba- 
bly some votes at the next election. I 
feel as if the whole portion of the meet- 
ing devoted to redistricting was a cha- 
rade and that the majority of the 
School Committee is an immovable 
object that was simply willing to pay 
lip-service to the frustrated parents in 
attendance. 

I acknowledge that the members of 
the School Committee have stepped for- 
ward and sought out a difficult, fre- 
quently thankless job. I am grateful for 
their willingness to do so when, obvi- 
ously, the vast majority of us are either 
unwilling or unable to take on such a 
critical task. And, as we were remind- 
ed several times by Mr. Muller, there is 
no such thing as a perfect plan, no way 
to make everyone happy. I am willing 
to accept a redistricting plan that relo- 
cates my children. I may even have to 
live with a plan, for the short term, 
that places my child in class with two 
or three more kids than I would like. 
What we, as a town, cannot accept and 
must not tolerate is being dismissed by 
a committee that has a direct responsi- 
bility to our families.

South PTO: Plan 
needs finetuning 


Editor, Townsman: 

On Tuesday, Jan. 17, the Andover 
School Committee approved a redis- 
tricting proposal submitted by acting 
superintendent Richard Neal. Our 
unsuccessful appeal to the School Com- 
mittee to delay its vote that evening 
until a group of parents and educators 
could interpret the administration’s 
figures have left many with questions 
about the plan’s thoroughness and fair- 
ness and about the committee’s 
accountability. 

Although we are pleased that the 
long-standing overcrowding issue has 
been addressed at some of the elemen- 
tary schools, we’re concerned that it 
doesn’t meet the primary concern of 
parents and educators in our commu- 
nity — low teacher/pupil ratio, as deter- 
mined by recent School Council sur- 
veys. 

Implementing this redistricting plan 
will result in class size inequities for 
South School since the administration 
is also calling for a reduction of 4.5 
teachers from the townwide elemen- 
tary staff. Under the plan, South will be 


the only elementary school in town 
with the highest percentage of class- 
rooms over capacity and with the most 
classrooms nearing the maximum 
amount allowed by School Committee 
guidelines. We believe all elementary 
schools in town should be moving in 
the same direction, that is toward elim- 
inating overcrowding. 

Andover taxpayers worked long and 
hard last spring to assure passage of 
the debt exclusion for the school build- 
ing project intended to alleviate the 
problem. As it stands, the new redis- 
tricting plan seems to substitute one 
overcrowded situation for another and 
fails to adequately address the impact 
of new home construction in Andover. 
Mr. Neal’s proposal also fails to 
address how redistricting will affect 
the middle schools in the near future. 

Since we believe another look at 
redistricting will not impede the bud- 
geting process at this time, we woult® 
like to see the School Committee fine- 
tune their plan to provide parity and 
restore voters’ confidence.

What is most remarkable 
about the woman’s perspective is 
that she felt unproductive and 
“used up.”

Is raising children 
to be adults who are leading a 
good life, productive? Savoring 
the pleasure of the company of 
your grandchildren while they 
Savor your cookies, is that pro- 


ductive? And at what age and 
stage in your life can you grant 
yourself the freedom from being 
“productive” and just be? To 
browse used-book stores in Har- 
vard Square? See a foreign 
movie and learn all about why or 
why not is it a good movie?

Delve into the mystery of 
cultivating Bon Sai? Trace your 
family history as a gift for your 
grandchildren?

Is tolerance 
enough?

Andover’s strengths have 
been repeatedly demonstrated 
and documented over the years. 
Part of that strength has come 
from this community’s willing- 
ness to recognize and resolve 
problems confronting our citi- 
zens, 
Many of the Townsman’s 
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recent articles and letters have focused on 
the alienation and isolation felt by people of 
different age groups, races and religions here 
in Andover. Expressing frustration, anger or 
sadness all reflect a sense of separation. I 
think especially of the black man who report- 
ed being stopped by the police, the older resi- 
dent Perry Colmore interviewed this past 
week and the Christmas symbols within the 
schools, 

When remedies have been suggested, they 
have seemed to concentrate on calls for 
greater listening and tolerance, While the 
first is an essential, initial step in any prob- 
lem-solving process, it is the second that con- 
cerns me, 

Tolerance may be a goal with self-fulfill- 
ing limitations. It can be an adequate pre- 
scription to cure our ills if Andover’s highest 
hope is for its citizens to simply coexist. 
However, it seems woefully inadequate to 
any viable definition of a vital and vibrant 
community. 

“T tolerate you” is an underwhelming 
Statement of affirmation, a very shallow 
commitment that is far too easy to retract on 
the whim of a single issue. Tolerance can

also be a purely defensive posture: I will 
grudgingly endure your presence (only) after 
you have affirmed all of the rights I claim.

cussed and the meeting was very 
well attended by many parents from 
across town. Our acting superinten- 
dent presented many slides showing 
student population breakdowns and 
information on the new redistricting 
proposal. 

I applaud all the hard work done 
by Mr. Neal in trying to complete the 
redistricting proposal. However, I 
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was very distressed at how little 
thought was put into how future 
growth could affect the student- 
teacher ratios in the schools. The 
redistricting plan anticipates for 
South Elementary 96 incoming 
kindergartners in four sections (stu- 
dent-teacher ratio 24 to 1). The same 
kindergarten population at Shaw- 
sheen has been allocated 2.5 teachers 
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for a 19 to 1 student teacher ratio. In 
addition, the plan calls for 27 stu- 
dents in the third and fourth grades 
of South School for the 1995-'96 school 
year. These figures (the highest in 
the Andover system) anticipate no 
growth in the student population 
during this year. With the current

Separation of 
church and state

lowing: “In 1802, President Jefferson 
wrote a letter to a group of Baptists 
in Danbury, Connecticut, in which 
he declared that it was the purpose of 
the First Amendment to build a wall 
of separation between church and 
state. Also, in Reynolds v. United 
States (1879), Chief Justice Waite for 
the Court characterized the phrase 


as almost an authoritative declaration of the scope 
and effect of the amendment.”

that he is able to return to his posi- 

tion,” Mr. Stapcezynski said Tuesday. 

*That’s what we are doing and that’s 

what we have been doing.” 

Sgt. Bernhardt felt no obligation to 
remain silent, however. 

‘ “That man has come after me with a 
vendetta he has against me,” Sgt. 
Bernhardt said of Mr. Stapczynski. “I 
want to work. They won’t let me 
work.” 

Lt. Arthur Ricci said Tuesday that 
all the members of the superior officers 
union fully support Sgt. Bernhardt in 
his grievances regarding this matter. 

“I’d like to see him back,” Police 
Chief James Johnson said. He said the 

“town manager is handling the situa- 
tion and the chief assumes the Sgt. 
Bernhardt hasn’t complied with every- 

“thing he needs to return to work. 
History of ills 

Sgt. Bernhardt said the problem he 
is having with the town manager dates 
back to a problem he had regarding 
having a bill paid two years ago. 

On May 18, 1992, while on duty as 
the police department’s court officer, 
he was taken from Lawrence District 
Court by ambulance after passing out 
and suffering chest pains. He was out 
for about a month before returning to 
duty. But for eight months the town 
refused to pay his $800 ambulance bill, 
according to the sergeant. It didn’t pay 
until, just like Monday night, he went 
over the town manager’s head to the 
selectmen, he claims.

bills paid,” Sgt. Bernhardt said. 

At that time, selectmen said there 
would be no repercussions. But he 
claims the town manager has held that 
against him ever since. 

“And since then he’s waited for 
those two years to come after me,” the 
sergeant said. 

Sgt. Bernhardt went out on sick 
again in May of last year, and 
remained out until Oct. 24. He won’t 
say why he was out, just that it was 
“personal reasons,” and that it was on 
his own sick time. 

But four days after coming back to 
work, the town manager and the police 
chief put him out on administrative 
leave, allegedly claiming that he could 
not return to work until he passed a 
physical and was cleared to return to 
work by the town’s physician. 

Sgt. Bernhardt said he had a form 
filled out by a doctor saying that he 
was allowed to return to work, as is 
required in his union contract, but that 
that wasn’t good enough for the town. 
And since then, even though the supe- 
rior officers’ contract says he didn’t 
have to submit to a physical or submit

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his medical records for that time he 
was out, Sgt. Bernhardt has done both 
those things in an effort to return to 
work. 

“I approached them. I took their 
physical. I passed it. They won't let me 
work. I passed the physical and he 
keeps me out of work,” Sgt. Bernhardt 
said, again referring to the town man- 
ager. 

He gave the town his medical 
records, the last thing officials asked 
for, according to the sergeant, in early 
January, but still, he hasn’t been 
allowed to return to work. When he 
asked Lt. Phillip Froburg, operations 
commander, more than two weeks ago 
when he could return, he was told the 
Personnel Department was handling it, 
the sergeant said. 

“This is in a grievance process, but 
I’ve had it with them,” Sgt. Bernhardt 
said. That is why he took his problem 
to selectmen, he said. 


What next? 

The sergeant said his problem is not 
with selectmen and that they gave him 
at least part of what he wanted Monday 
night. 

“They listened to me. They were 
very attentive — very interested in the 
goings-on,” he said. 

But the problem is still in the 
grievance process and “it looks like 
we're going to court,” Sgt. Bernhardt 
said. 

The sergeant said that during his 
time off, he has been “reading a lot of 
law books.”

The Andover High hockey team complet: 
ed the first half of its regular-season sched- 
ule with a rollicking 13-2 romp over Lowell 
High, but came crashing back to earth 
quickly after a streak-snapping 5-1 loss to 
Central Catholic to open the second half last 
weekend at Merrimack College. 

The setback to Central broke a seven- 
game win streak, and left the Golden War- 
rior skaters at 5-2-0 in Merrimack Valley 
Conference Small School Division play and 
7-3-0 overall. 

Fortunately, Tewksbury was also beaten 
5-4 by Chelmsford the same day to keep 
Coach Bill Cullen's locals atop the division 
standings. 

Junior first-line left wing Chris Cullen 
achieved a personal milestone in the Lowell 
game when he scored his 100th career point 
at Andover High. He currently has 62 goals 
and 40 assists for 102 career points. 

Andover is nearing the end of an eight- 
day layoff, resuming play this Sunday after- 
noon at Merrimack College when it hosts 
Dracut (4 p.m.). 

Four tough opponents follow in succes- 
sion, as the Golden Warriors host Haverhill 
(Feb. 1) and travel to Wilmington (Feb. 4) 
before entertaining Tewksbury (Feb. 7) and 
Large School leader Chelmsford (Feb. 11) in 
back-to-back make-or-break games.

The Golden Warriors did everything pos- 
sible to hold the lopsided score down, giving 
the fourth line a regular shift, but it was 
still tough against winless Lowell (0-11-1) as 
Andover outshot the Red Raiders 55-18 and 
held a 7-0 lead after one period.

PSA forecasts continuing 
economic expansion in ’95 


The Economic Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Public Securities Associa- 
tion recently forecast that the U.S. 
economy would continue its four- 
year expansion, but at a moderating 
pace in 1995. GDP is expected to 
expand by 2.5% in 1995 as com- 
pared to 3.8% in 1994 on an infla- 
tion-adjusted, fourth-quarter to 
fourth-quarter basis. 

Slower growth in 1995 will 
increase the probability that the 
expansion will continue thereafter, 
according to the consensus forecast 
of the eleven economists from major 
Wall Street regional firms. 

Inflation pressures are expected 
to continue, with strong growth pro- 
jected for the first half of 1995. Con- 
sumer Price Index inflation will 
grow 3.5% in 1995 when measured 
on a fourth-quarter to fourth-quar- 
ter basis, compared to 2.5% for 
1994, 

The Committee expects further 


tightening by the Federal Reserve of 


at least 50 basis points early next 
year. The Committee believes that 
the Fed acted appropriately this 
year by raising interest rates, given 
the persistently strong economic 
growth throughout 1994. 
Short-term interest rates will 
increase next year, causing the yield 
curve to continue to flatten. Among 
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the Committee members, the medi- 
an rate forecast for the three-month 
Treasury bill in June 1995 was 
6.6%, where it is expected to hold 
through year-end. Members had 
more diverse views of the timing 
and direction of rates in longer-dat- 
ed securities. While the median 
forecast called for 7.8% on the 30- 
year bond at year-end 1995, individ- 
ual views were fairly widely dis- 
persed around this rate. 

Also in its annual outlook, the 
Committee addressed the recent 
debate surrounding the appropriate 
priority of the Fed’s monetary policy 
mandates. Federal Reserve Board 
Chairman Alan Greenspan recently 
testified that he favors a statutory 
mandate focusing more on price sta- 
bility and less on economic growth 
or employment. 

“While most of the Committee 
believed it would be inadvisable for 
the Fed to be rigidly constrained by 
a goal of price stability,” said the 
Committee’s report, “there was 
broad agreement that among com- 
peting objectives, achieving price 
stability should receive the highest 
priority.” 

The Committee also predicted 
continued improvement in the fed- 
eral budget deficit for fiscal 1995.

he bond fund world turned upside down 
in 1994, For the first time since 1974, 
the average taxable fixed-income fund 
lost money, dropping -3,28%. Addition- 
ally, and significantly, many funds which were lead- 
ers in 1993 became laggards, Fixed-income markets 
appeared to be undergoing fun- 
damental structural change. 
It is unclear even now 
where the change will 
ultimately lead, accord- 
ing to A. Michael Lip- 
per, CFA and presi- 
dent of Lipper Analyti- 
cal Services Inc. based 
in Summit, N.J., but 
investors are reassess-

Investment expenses can still pay off 
as ‘miscellaneous’ deductions on taxes

Many investors may be throwing 
away hard-earned profits by failing 
to take tax deductions for the assort- 
ed fees, interest costs and other 
investment expenses they pay. 

While writing off these charges 
isn’t as easy at it used to be, many 
investors still may be able to pay 
investment-related expenses in a 
way that makes at least some of 
them deductible. 

That can be especially important 
at a time when generous investment 
returns are rarer than some animal 
species, “It may be worth it to go 
through the effort” of tracking 
expenses, says James &, Velten, a 
senior tax manager with Coopers & 
Lybrand in New York, 

Investment-advisory fees, custodi- 
al-account charges and similar costs 
may be deductible as “miscellaneous” 
expenses, This is a catch-all category 
that also includes such things as tax- 
preparation fees, job-search expenses 
and professional subscriptions. 


But under strict rules imposed by 
the 1986 Tax Act, miscellaneous 
expenses can be written off only to 
the extent they exceed 2% of a tax- 
payer’s adjusted gross income. Thus, 
someone with adjusted gross income 
of $100,000 would be unable to 
deduct the first $2,000 of miscella- 
neous expenses. 

One way to surmount the 2% 
threshold is by assiduously tracking 
all your expenses, not just invest- 
ment-related ones, that fall into the 
miscellaneous basket. Once you tally 
how much you spend on dues to pro- 
fessional societies and unions, medi- 
cal exams required by your employer, 
a passport for business trips or other 
expenses that help you earn or pro- 
tect your income, you may find 
you've topped 2%. 

“Anything you can add to that bas- 
ket is going to make it easier to get 
the investment-expense deduction,” 
says Richard Nichols, senior tax 
manager at M.R. Weiser, a New York 
accounting firm, 

Some investment expenses that 
the Internal Revenue Service allows 
may come as a surprise. For 
instance, you can deduct investment- 
related travel costs, whether they 
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are incurred inspecting an out-of- 
state land investment or just going 
across town to see your stockbroker, 

If you buy a computer that you 
use for monitoring your portfolio or 
picking stocks, you may be able to 
count at least a portion of the price 
you paid for it toward your miscella- 
neous deductions. But there are 
restrictions: If you use your PC for 
other purposes, such as computer 
games for the kids or home budget- 
ing or writing checks, you can deduct 
only a prorated portion of the com- 
puter’s purchase price and other 
related costs, 

For example, if you track your 
investments on a new $3,000 com- 
puter 45% of the time you can only 
deduct $1,350. And you'll likely have 
to deduct that amount over five 
years, which the IRS deems most 
computers’ “useful life.” 

Most portfolio-management pro- 
grams or other investment software 
also can be deducted, advisers say. 
Usually, the cost of software that 
doesn’t have to be updated every 
year must be deducted over 36 
months, Mr. Velten says.

significant political changes are under 
way. The new Republican majority in 
Congress, as well as the Clinton 
Administration, are expected to push 
further financial responsibilities onto 
states, forcing them to raise money.

General equity funds drop 
for first time since 1990; 
however, long-term investing 
will bring rewards 


After prolonged performance gains, 
general equity funds fell for the first 
time since 1990, dropping -1.69% in 
1994 and -1,28% during the fourth 
quarter, according to Lipper Analyti- 
cal Services. However, a much larger 
decline could have been expected giv- 
en both market and historic trends, 

“Equity funds essentially finished 
the year flat,” commented A, Michael 
Lipper, CFA and president of Lipper 
Analytical Services based in Summit, 
N.J. “All things considered, that’s 
remarkable,” 

Stock funds could have been 
dragged down by the turmoil in the 
bond market. Stocks have been close- 
ly linked to bonds since late 1987, ris- 
ing and falling with fixed income 
prices, and one would have expected 
1994’s bond market debacle to also 
hurt equities, 

“Bond were clearly overextended 
going into the year and bonds had 
driven stocks,” noted Mr. Lipper. 
“When bonds went down, stocks 
should have gone down, too.” 

Further, going into 1994, stock 
funds were enjoying the longest bull 
market in almost 30 years, Still offi- 
cially under way, the length of the ral- 
ly through the end of the year is 1,542 
days, which is excessive and, normal- 
ly, when rallies last this long, they are 
followed by a substantial pullback. 

“We should have seen at least a 
10% decline in terms of stock prices,” 
said Mr. Lipper, “and a larger number 
of down days in the market, With that 
long a rally, we should have seen at 
least 90 down days.” 

Still, declines were widespread last 
year. For the first time since 1990, 
plain old money market funds beat 
both stock and long-term bond funds. 
Further, only five equity groups rose 
in 1994, while 21 fell back. Japanese 
funds were the only group scoring 
double digit gains, rising an average 
+15.39%, with most of the advance 
coming early in the year, Several 
investment objectives on the other 
hand suffered double-digit declines. 
Latin American, Canadian, gold, 
Pacific and emerging markets funds 
all dropped more than 10%. 

Closed-end funds also endured a 
difficult year, with just 5% ending in 
positive territory. Measured in mar- 
ket prices, every major investment 
objective showed a loss. International 
funds fell the hardest, with world 
income funds down an average -17,1% 
and overseas equity funds off -18.7%. 

“In a flat or mixed market, it’s rare 
to have so many groups underwater, 
albeit at a shallow depth,” said Mr. 
Lipper. 

Equity funds got off to a rocky start 
during the first few months of the 
year, dropping -5.84% by the end of

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Simple steps that can save thousands of dollars

Where does the money go? 

At times, it seems as though the 
cowhide in wallets dissolves cash 
faster than you can whisk it out of the 
automated teller machine, If you 
didn’t know better, you’d suspect you 
were embezzling from yourself. 

But chances are good your budget 
has more leaks than a congressional 
press office. And that’s not including 
the usual budget-killing suspects: 
overspending, under-earning or hav- 
ing a teenager attending a college 
that costs more than your first home. 

It doesn’t have to be that way, how- 
ever, Some simple personal finance 
moves may help you squeeze out a 
few thousand dollars in savings annu- 
ally. 

“It isn’t wizardry,” says Ray Mar- 
tin, vice president of client relations 
at Ayco Corp., Albany, N.Y., a finan- 
cial-counseling firm that is a sub- 
sidiary of American Express Corp. 
“You fish out a few hundred here, a 
thousand there — it adds up.” 

Here’s what to look for: 

Refinancing follies: People who 
refinance their home amortize the 


points they paid. But if they refinance 
a second time, they’re entitled to 
deduct, rather than amortize, the 
remainder of the points from the first 
refinancing. “You can save thousands 
of dollars in taxes, depending on the 
size of the mortgage and the points,” 
says Mr. Martin. 

Tip: If you refinanced twice within 
the past few years, and didn’t deduct 
the points from the first refinancing, 
file an amended tax return. 

Policy proliferation: It rarely 
makes sense to have your home, vaca- 
tion home, auto, boat and other prop- 
erty insured by separate companies. 
By consolidating property and casual- 
ty coverage with one reliable insurer, 
you reduce paperwork and get a 10% 
to 15% discount in premiums, says 
Mr. Martin. 

College savings: Speaking of 
insurance, parents can often save 
money on auto insurance when their 
child goes away to college. If your 
child is attending college at least 100 
miles from home, and will be only “an 
occasional operator” of family vehicles 
while away, savings can be substan- 
tial. According to James Parillo, an 
underwriter with Kemper National 
Insurance Cos., a family in Westch- 
ester County, N.Y., could save around 
$320 a year for a son and $370 a year 
for a daughter, depending on the type

of car and their child’s age and driv- 
ing record, “It’s not something most 
people are aware of,” Mr. Parillo says. 
Account clutter: People with 
numerous brokerage firm, bank, 
retirement and mutual fund accounts 
often pay annual fees on each, which 
run to hundreds of dollars a year, 
Martin Shenkman, an estate-plan- 
ning attorney in New York, says one 
of his clients had six mutual funds, 20 
stocks and bonds, and assorted bank 
accounts. By consolidating her assets, 
she saved $400 in fees and reduced 
her accountant’s bill, since the 
accountant now sits down with one 


tax-information form sent by the bro- 
kerage firm, rather than sift through 
several different documents. 

“Shoe-box Effect”: Benefits 
experts say it is common for employ- 
ees to fail to file claims for medical 
and dental benefits. “It’s known in the 
industry as a ‘shoe-box effect,’ “ says 
Joe Altman, health-care consultant 
with Kwasha Lipton, a benefits-con- 
sulting firm in Fort Lee, N.J. This can 
happen when individuals incur some 
expenses early in the year that isn’t 
enough to meet the deductible, then 
forget to file a claim later on when 
they have accumulated enough 
expenses to qualify for reimburse- 
ment, 

Tip: Most company benefit plans 
have deadlines for filing claims that 
typically range from 18 months to two 
years. Go through your files and find 
claims ~ dental, medical, pharmaceu- 
tical, vision care, health club — that 
you didn’t submit. It may not be too 
late, 

Expense-account Amnesia: For 
every employee who compulsively 
files an expense report for each muf- 
fin he or she consumes in an airport 
lounge, dozens of others don’t keep 
track of expenses or file them in a 
timely manner. One partner at 
Kwasha Lipton realized she had 
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June, But thanks toa strong third 
quarter, in which the general equity 
fund average rose +5.78%, investors 
entered the fourth quarter with a 
chance to finish the year in positive 
territory.

“Investors shift out of low- 
priced value stocks, which often 
include cyclicals, and into growth 
stocks, which have such strong sales 
and earnings growth rates that 
investors feel they can overcome an 
economic downturn,” 

The losses among most country and 
regional funds in 1994 are especially 
noteworthy, They were top performers 
in 1993, with Pacific Region funds for 
example rising +63,81%. In 1994, 
these internationally-oriented funds 
fell to the bottom. Rising interest 


rates anda contracting money supply 
certainly hurt U.S. equities but 
appeared to have done even more 
harm to world equities. 

“The old argument that interna- 
tional funds give investors diversifica- 
tion in terms of market direction no 
longer applies,” said Mr, Lipper. “Both 
securities and world economies are 
becoming more closely lined to the 
U.S. and you won't see the world mov- 
ing in a different direction from this 
country. Investors should still look 
overseas but for unusual opportuni- 
ties, not diversification.” 

Investors may have to choose care- 
fully, though, to find satisfaction in 
1995. Mr. Lipper places the odds of a 
rally 10% or greater in general equity 
funds at no better than 1 in 4. More 
likely is a continuation of the current 
range in which stock funds move no 
higher or lower than 10%, This trend 
has been in place for 14 consecutive 
quarters and Mr, Lipper believes 
there is a 40% chance it will continue. 

A decline of more than 10% is also 
possible, according to Mr, Lipper, who 
thinks there is a 85% chance of this, A 
steeper decline of 40 to 50% cannot be 
ruled out but is unlikely unless insti- 
tutional speculation in the bond mar- 
ket matches the pressure generated 
by the focus on the “nifty 50” during 
the early 1970's. However, even if a 
1973-1974 type of decline develops, it 
should be noted the subsequent

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You know they're there some- 
where, 

Your passport, that is. And the 
1993 year-end broker-age state- 
ment your accountant has been 
requesting for several weeks, 

But if 15 minutes of seratch- 
ing your head and rifling 
through an overstuffed file cabi- 
net doesn’t help locate such doc- 
uments, take heart. You’re not 
alone. 

Your personal files, like those 
of most folks, are crying out fora 
makeover, 

Some people are so disorga- 
nized that they arrive at their 
accountants or financial plan- 
ners with mounds of important 
financial papers in shoe boxes 
and shopping bags. John T, 
Blankinship, a Del Mar, Calif,, 
financial planner, tells of a new 
client who came in with a laun- 
dry basket full of papers, “She 
said, ‘Here’s my life. Fix it,’ “ Mr. 
Blankinship recalls. 

‘ven if your financial affairs 
aren’t that out of hand, there are 
good reasons to get a better han- 
dle on all the papers swirling 
around, Tax preparers charge 
less when they don’t have to sort 
through a mess. And good 
records can substantially cut the 
taxes you'll pay years from now 

when you withdraw money from 
an individual retirement account 
or sell a security or a home. 

If people keep a good tally of 
home improvements, for 
instance, “it can save them a for- 
tune down the road,” says Carol 
R. Caruthers, national director 
of personal financial services at 
accountants Price Waterhouse, 

Perhaps more important, 
organizing your files can make it 

sasier for a spouse or other fami- 
ly member to pick up the pieces 
if you are suddenly not around, 
And it can be a valuable first 
step in getting a better handle 
on the assets you have and 
where your money goes. 

Scrambling for papers “makes 
you feel you are not in control” of 
your finances, says J. Michael 
Martin, an Ellicott City, Md., 
financial planner, 

One way to redo your files is 
with the aid of a kit that sug- 
gests specific files and what to 
put in them, Mr, Martin and his 
wife sell one, called Homefile, 
that gets high marks from a 


number of other planners 
($19.95, 800-695-3453), Another 
product to consider; FileSolu- 
tions ($29.95, 214-488-0100). 

But all you really need to bat- 
tle the paper tiger are some basic 
office supplies, such as hanging 
files and manila folders and a 
big garbage can. Indeed, you'll 
probably find that the circular 
file is just the place for a lot of 
the papers crowding your desk 
drawers and closet shelves. 

For instance, “most people 
could throw out an awful lot of 
their old tax papers and old 
checks,” notes Ms. Caruthers. 
You can also pitch the expired 
insurance policies for the Buick 
you traded in last year and the 
house you sold back in 1992. 

Some things, though, are 
probably valuable, hard-to- 
replace items that would be bet- 
ter kept in a safe-deposit box. 
(Make photocopies and keep the 
copies at home with a list of safe- 
deposit contents.) Also look for 
papers that you need, but rarely 
consult; some of those can be 
moved to “deep storage” in your 
attic or elsewhere, 

Here are some tips on what 
papers to toss and what to keep 
and where to put it: 

Banking 

You don’t need every canceled 
check for posterity. Many finan- 
cial planners say bank state- 
ments and routine checks for 
groceries and the like can be 
thrown out after a year, (If you're 
not ready to part with them that 
soon, store them in the attic for a 
few years.) 

But take pains with canceled 
checks that substantiate tax 
deductions, verify major pur- 
chases, or that are particularly 
significant in other ways, Pull 
out those checks when you get 
your bank statement each 
month, 

File tax-related checks under 
“taxes” or specific subject files 
such as “charitable giving” or 
“medical expenses.” Later on, 
they'll go with a copy of your 
completed return, File big-pur- 
chase checks with related prod- 
uct warranties or with an inven- 
tory of household possessions, 
Home 

Keep the deed to your home in 
a safe-deposit box, many finan- 
cial planners suggest. With it, 
keep materials that would docu- 
ment the condition of your home 
and its contents in the event of 
fire or other disaster, That could 
include a written inventory, 
receipts, appraisals, photographs 


or a home-video tour. 

Tax law lets you defer tax on 
home-sale profits if you roll the 
money into a new principal resi- 
dence, Until you eventually do 
pay tax on the gains, keep a file 
with purchase and sale docu- 
ments, including copies of tax 
form 2119, on every home you've 
owned, 

Have a separate file folder or 
a spiral notebook with pockets in 
which you jot down capital 
improvements and save receipts, 
blueprints and the like. Those 
expenditures increase the home’s 
cost for tax purposes and 
decrease any taxable gain later 
on. Repairs and routine mainte- 
nance, such as fixing leaks or 
repainting the living room, don’t 
count, Capital improvements, 
which add to value to a home, 
prolong its useful life or adapt it 
to new uses, include big-ticket 
items such a new roof or bath. 
But even small improvements, 
such as planting a few new bush- 
es or wallpapering a dowdy old 
bathroom, can add up. 
Individual 
Retirement Accounts 

Keep careful records of all 
contributions to nondeductible 
IRAs, When you pull money out 

of these retirement plans, the 
portion attributable to after-tax 
contributions won't be subject to 
tax, 

In any year you make a nond- 
eductible contribution, the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service says you 
should stow away copies of the 
form 8606 you file with your 
return, the first page of the tax 
return and the annual statement 
you receive from the IRA trustee. 
Insurance 

You can store your policy doc- 
uments at home, financial plan- 
ners say, but keep a list of all 
policies and agents in a safe- 
deposit box, 

Investments 

Have a separate folder for 
each mutual-fund or brokerage 
account and ruthlessly weed out 
the mess of old annual reports, 
proxy statements and promotion- 
al brochures. “That right there 
should make a significant dent” 
in file overcrowding, says Ron 
Kelemen, a Salem, Ore., finan- 
cial planner, 

Keep careful records of securi- 
ty costs to ease tax reporting and 
avoid overpaying tax when you 
sell. Mutual-fund investors, in 
particular, sometimes overstate

fax on your earnings while you’re 
alive. 


It's the old-fashioned tax-free “step- 
up” in basis. Under this provision, 
your heirs pay no taxes on the gains 
in the investments they inherit, 
That's because when you die with 
unrecognized gains, the tax basis 
“steps up” to the current fair-market 
value. 

Say you originally invested $25,000 
and it grew to $100,000 by the time of 
your death. Thanks to the tax code, 
your heirs will have a new stepped-up 
tax basis of $100,000 and will never 
have to pay income taxes on the 
$75,000 capital gain. (And neither 
will you or your estate:) 

“It’s one of the last great tax shel- 
ters,” says Chris Wheaton, tax and 
personal,finartce manager at Arthur 
Andersen & Co., in Chicago. For tax 


purposes, the heir can choose the fair- 
market value of the assets on the date 


of death or the date six months after 
death. 

There are also advantages for you 
while you live. For starters, it lowers 
your tax bill. 

If you put your money in a high- 
yield bond or a stock with a generous 
dividend, you'll be taxed on the distri- 
butions each year at ordinary income 
tax rates of up to 39.6%. But when 
you buy and hold an investment that 
emphasizes growth instead of income. 
you minimize the amount of income 
that is taxable annually while defer- 
ring taxes on the capital gains until 
you sell. And the top tax rate on capi- 
tal gains is only 28 percent. 

So, if you should decide not to 
leave your holdings to your ungrateful 
nephew Ned, you can sell your shares 
and spend the money yourself, and 
feel good that you deferred paying 
taxes on the gains until you sold and 
got a bargain when you finally did 
have to settle up with the tax 
collector, 

Historically, stocks and stock mutu- 

al funds return an average of 3% 
annually in dividends, and 7% annu- 
ally in capital gains. Even if dividends 
from mutual funds are reinvested in 
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tions in figuring their cost. 

If your year-end mutual-fund state- 
ments are cumulative — showing the 
full year’s transactions — you can save 
just that one statement for each year, 
Keep all the “confirms” for individual 
security-purchases in your brokerage 
account; keep all your brokerage 
statements if the year-end one isn’t 
cumulative. Be sure to keep track of 
stock splits. 

When you sell securities, file the 
purchase and sale records with a copy 
of the tax return. 

Taxes 

Have one or more files to capture 
materials you'll need in preparing 
your next return. Nadine Gordon Lee, 
4 tax partner at Ernst & Young, says 
she has one file for deductions and 
another for income items. 

At the end of tax season, put copies 
of your federal and state returns and 
all supporting documents in a single 
folder, Some pieces of your federal] 
return, such as form 2119 on a home 
sale and form 8606 on nondeductible 
IRA contributions, should also be 


copied and filed elsewhere, 

And what of the mountain of old 
tax returns? Lots of individuals, 
including some accountants and plan- 
ners, keep them for decades. But 
that’s probably unnecessary, these 
professionals allow. 

Only the most recent year’s materi- 
als need to be in your active file. Put 
another six year’s worth in the attic, 
and consider chucking the rest. 

The IRS generally has three years 
to examine your return, but six if 
there is substantial underreporting of 
income. There’s no time limit for 
fraud.) 

Wills 

Putting your will in your safe 
deposit box isn’t the right way to keep 
it secure, planners warn. The reason: 
Many states limit access to safe 
deposit boxes when a holder dies, 
Consider keeping a copy of the will at 
home and leaving the original with 

your attorney, 

Destroy old wills and drafts of the 
document.

software or other programs that must 
be updated every year, you may be 
able to argue that it is quickly out of 
date and has only a one-year useful 
life says David Walther, tax manager 
at Mueller, Prost, Purk & Willbrand 
in St. Louis. In that case, you could 
deduct the full cost of the software in 
one year, 

Keep in mind that some types of 
expenses can never be deducted. Fees 
paid to a bank for a checking account 
don’t qualify, for instance, even if it is 
an interest-bearing account, And 
going to investment-related seminars 
no longer is deductible, tax advisers 
warn. 


IRS Publication 529, Miscellaneous 


Deductions, contains a thorough list 
of qualifying-expenses, 

What if you go through all of the 
allowable miscellaneous deductions 
and still can’t come up with an 
amount equal to more than 2% of 
your adjusted gross income? 

Consider timing the payments for 
certain expenses so you top the 2% 
floor every other year, Say you pay 
$2,000 each year to a bank that man- 
ages a custodial account. You might 
be able to pay the bank in January 
1994 for its 1994 charge and again in 
December for its 1995 charge. That 


way, you increase your odds of exceed- 


ing the threshold on your 1994 
return, while forgoing the deduction 
in 1995,

Some married couples may be able 
to go around the 2% hurdle by filing 
separate — rather than joint — 
returns, says Sidney Kess, a certified 
public accountant and attorney in 
New York.

threshold. You can even carry the 
deduction forward indefinitely if you 
can’t take it one year because you 
don’t have enough investment income. 


Still, a 1993 tax-law change may 
have made the investment-interest 
deduction less attractive for some 
investors. Ordinarily, long-term capi- 
tal gains, which are profits on invest- 
ments held more than a year, are 
taxed at a top rate of 28%. But 
investors who deduct investment 
interest that essentially is offsetting 
long-term gains are taxed on those 
gains at their top marginal rate — pos- 
sibly as high as 39.6%. 

As a result, investors in the highest

brackets may want to pay tax on their 
gains at 28% and defer deducting 
their investment interest until it can 
offset other types of investment 
income, 


Short sellers, who bet on falling 
prices by selling borrowed stock, 
might be able to take advantage of a 
little-known deduction. When short 
sellers borrow stock to sell, they pay 
dividend-like sums to the lender, 
These “payments in lieu of dividends” 
are deductible as investment interest, 
provided the short sale is held open 
for more than 45 days, says Robert 
Willens, managing director of 
Lehman Brothers in New York. 


Separately, investors who borrow 
money to buy stock in an S corpora- ' 
tion — typically small or midsize close-{ 
ly held businesses ~ might be able to 
deduct the interest even if they don’t 
have enough offsetting investment 
income, says Linda Hamilton, a part- 
ner at Hamilton & Scarpati, a New 
York accounting firm, 


If you “materially participate” in 
the company, the interest may be 
deducted on tax form Schedule E as 
“active business interest” rather than , 
investment interest. A person is a 
material participant if he or she 
works full time at the enterprise or 
spends from 100 to 500 hours a year 
in the business, depending on how 
many other people are contributing.

$4,000 in expenses when her credit 
card bills arrived. While it is easy to 
figure out what the hotel and airline 
tickets cost, it is tougher to remember 
such things as taxis, tips, mileage, 
and meals. These add up. 

Overlooked Deductions: “People 
throw a lot of deductions out the win- 
dow because they don’t track them,” 
says Mr. Shenkman. If you have 
income from sideline work (seminars, 
conference speaking, books, consult- 
ing), you may be able to deduct. a per- 
centage of your home, plus business 
expenses (computers, fax machines, 
photocopying costs, newspaper sub- 
scriptions, phone calls, travel), Unlike 
miscellaneous itemized deductions, 
such business expenses aren’t subject 
to the 2% floor, so they all lead to tax 
savings. 


Neglected benefits: Bet you 
didn’t know you could use pretax dol- 
lars to pay for parking or cab rides to 
and from your doctors’ appointments. 
Read on. In fact, by using pretax dol- 
lars in your company’s medical sav- 
ings plan, you effectively shave the 
cost of all your unreimbursed medical 
expenses by 40% or more. Eligible 
expenses include medical supplies, 
deductibles, co-payments, and other 
things company health plans may not 
pay for, such as routine physicals and 
long-term psychotherapy. 

But you have to sign up for your 
employer's medical savings account, 
and contribute through payroll deduc- 
tions. 

Tip: You can join or add to your 
medical savings program before the 
annual enrollment period if you’ve 
had a change in family status, This 
includes marriage, divorce, death, 
birth, or a spouse's job change. Also, 
sign up for child-care savings 
accounts, which can cover the cost of 
day care, summer camp, after-school 
care for children up to age 12 and 
baby sitting. Check with your benefits 
department, 


Passed-over perks: As long as 
you're charging up a storm, you might 
as well get something in return for 
using your credit cards — something 
like free airline tickets and hotel dis- 
counts, In American Express’s Mem- 
bership Miles program, cardholders 
earn a mile (or point) for every dollar 
charged. Points can be used in fre- 
quent-flier programs with Continen- 
tal, Delta and other airlines, or for 
credit toward stays in participating 
hotels, including Westin, Hilton and 
ITT Sheraton, AT&T Universal Card 
has a similar program, which also 
gives discounts on long distance calls. 

When you combine these programs 
with frequent-flier programs, you can 
more quickly earn free airline tickets. 
Some airlines have their own charge 
cards too. BankCard Holders of Amer- 
ica (624 Branch Drive, Salem, Va. 


24153) will send you a list of such 
card programs and their relative mer- 
its for $5. 

Tip: If your company allows it, you 
can enroll your corporate charge card 
in the program. Note: Consider cash- 
ing in your frequent-flier points this 
year. Starting Feb. 25, 1995, American 
Airlines, Continental Airlines and 
United Airlines will be increasing the 
amount of miles you must rack up to 
get a free ticket to 25,000 miles from 
20,000 miles. 


Spouse neglect: When one spouse 
has a high salary, and the other 
doesn’t, couples often forgo contribut- 
ing to the lower-paid spouses retire- 
ment plan. Big mistake. A top execu- 
tive at Nynex realized his wife, a 
school teacher, could contribute not 
only $9,500 a year to her teacher’s 
plan, but could add an additional 
“catch-up” amount of $3,000, since 
she had not been making contribu- 
tions. “Their total tax savings that 
year was close to $6,000,” says Mr. 
Martin. 


Pathetic Procrastination: 
Putting it off until later often ends up 
costing people money. 

For instance, probably most people 
wait until they do their tax returns to 
make their individual retirement 
account contribution. But making 
your IRA deposit early can make a 
difference. If you make your IRA 
deposit for the 1995 tax year on Jan. 
1, 1995, instead of April 15, 1996, (the 
contribution deadline), you'll have a 
full 15 months of tax-free compound- 
ing. Big deal? Assume you make 
annual contributions of $2,000 and 
get an 8% return compounded annu- 
ally. According to the Vanguard 
Group, in Valley Forge, Pa., over 25 
years, the early bird will end up with 
$10,000 more than someone who pro- 
crastinates until the end of the tax 
year to contribute money. 

Many people end up paying hun- 
dreds of dollars more than they have 
to for airline tickets because they wait 
for fares to drop and then miss the 
advance-purchase deadlines. That's 
dumb. If you even think you're going 
to travel at some point, buy the ticket 
and keep an eye on fares. If they drop, 
you can get the reduced fare, if you 
call, Some airlines will charge $35 to 
make the change, but you'll still be 
saving a hundred dollars or more. 


Discount diffidence: When 
checking into a hotel, always ask for a 
lower rate than the one you've been 
quoted. Like airline tickets, room 
prices can fluctuate daily. Weekend 
rates can be 40% cheaper, and even if 
it is personal travel, ask for your com- 
pany’s corporate discount rate, which 
can save you 10%, “It never hurts to 
ask for the corporate rate,” says Bob 
Marten, an agent in the corporate 
travel division of Tzell Travel in New 


York.

Foreign net acquisitions of United 
States securities dropped to $16 bil- 
lion in the second quarter from $34.1 
billion in the previous quarter, David 
Strongin, vice president, international 
finance, Securities Industry Associa- 
tion, said in a recent “Foreign Activity 
Report.” 

Moreover, foreign investors “were 
driven from the US, equity market 
for the first time since the third 1992 
quarter” as net sales totaled nearly 
$2.2 billion compared to net purchases 
of nearly $6.3 billion in the first 1994 
quarter, Mr, Strongin said. In the 
third 1992 quarter, net sales totaled 
$5.0 billion, 

Simultaneously, U.S, investors con- 
tinued to “aggressively pursue oppor- 
tunities in foreign markets,” although 
at a slower pace than the previous 
quarter, he said, 

In the second quarter, U.S. 
investors bought a net $16.5 billion 
foreign securities, down from $28.8 
billion in the first quarter, 

The second quarter's net purchases 
of foreign securities by U.S. investors 
were the lowest in two years. In the 
second 1992 quarter, net U.S, acquisi- 
tions of foreign securities totaled $8.8 
billion, 

Waning foreign investor interest in 
U.S, securities was linked to concerns 
the Federal Reserve System would be 
forced to raise interest rates because 
of the declining value of the dollar 
against other currencies and “the 
unexpected robust nature of U.S, eco- 


Foreign acquisitions of U.S. securitie 
continue to aggressively pursue opportuniti 


nomic growth,” Mr, Strongin said. 

The U.S. central banking system 
raised interest rates six times in 1994 
through mid-November, 

Latin American and Caribbean 
investors accounted for the bulk of the 
slowing, selling a net $15.4 billion 
U.S, securities in the second quarter, 
compared to $14 billion net purchases 
in the previous quarter, FA.R, 
showed. Canadian investors sold 
nearly $1 billion U.S, securities, about 
the same as nonmonetary internation- 
al and regional organizations, 

Asian investors led net purchases, 
acquiring a net $25.5 billion U.S, 
securities, led by Japanese investors 
who bought $19.7 billion, European 
investors acquired a net $8.8 billion 
U.S. securities, led by German 
investors who acquired a net $2.7 bil- 
lion securities and Spanish investors 
who acquired a net $2.6 billion securi- 
ties. 

Latin American and Caribbean 
investors also made the largest net 
sales of U.S, equities in the quarter, 
divesting a net $2.9 billion shares, 
compared to net purchases of $1.8 bil- 
lion in the previous quarter, Nearly a 
net $2 billion U.S, shares were sold in 
the second quarter by investors in the 
Netherlands Antilles, 

European investors were the 
largest net purchasers of U.S, equi- 
ties, acquiring nearly $1.6 billion 
shares, down from nearly $6.8 billion 
in the previous quarter, 

Simultaneously, foreign investors

nearly doubled net purchases of US. 
corporate bonds, buying $12 billion, 
compared to net purchases of about 
$6.9 billion in the first quarter, Mr, 
Strongin said, 

Meanwhile, U.S. investors acquired 
nearly a net $18.3 billion Latin Amer- 
ican and Caribbean securities, about 
double the first quarter’s net $6.3 bil- 
lion purchases, In the second quarter, 
U.S. investors acquired nearly a net 
$5.8 billion Brazilian securities, com- 
pared to net purchases of less than $1 
billion in the first quarter, 

U.S. investors also bought a net 
$4.1 billion Asian securities. Net pur- 
chases of Japanese securities totaled 
$4.4 billion, offset slightly by net sales 
of $144 million South Korean securi- 
ties. In first quarter 1994, U.S. 
investors bought a net of nearly $15 
billion Asian securities, including 
about $13 billion Japanese securities, 

U.S. investors also sold about a net 
$2.5 billion European securities, com- 
pared to net purchases of nearly $2 
billion in the first quarter, 

Net purchases of foreign equities by 
U.S. investors totaled $10.7 billion, 
compared to $17.8 billion in the previ- 
ous quarter, Mr, Strongin said. 

About half the net purchases were 
in Asian shares, which totaled a net 
$5.1 billion, compared to about $9.4 
billion in the previous quarter, U.S, 
investors bought a net $4.4 billion 
Japanese equities, compared to about 
a net $9.6 billion in the previous quar- 
ter,

U.S. investors also bought about a 
net $2.3 billion Latin American and 
Caribbean shares, compared to $2.9 ,

In the bond arena, U.S. investors 
purchased a net $5.8 billion of these 
securities, compared to nearly a net 
$11 billion in the first quarter. 


Investment in Latin American and 
Caribbean bonds led the net purchas- 
es, which totaled a net $10.9 billion, 
offset by net sales in European bonds 
of about $4.7 billion and net sales of 
Asian bonds of about $1 billion, the 
report showed.
